Death of a .
Noted Citizen

A. ). Johnson of this City Died
Sunday After a Short
lliness,

—

A. T, Johnwon, for 20 years n resl-
dent of this city, and who had a na-
tional reputation as botanist and for-
estry expert, dled Sunday aftérnoon in
the Good Samaritan hoapital in Port-
land. Mr. Johnson had been in poor
health for two years pest, his fafling
strength belng due to the exertlons he
put forth In the pursult of his beloved
profession. The Immedlate cause of
death was pneumonia. He was taken
il nearly two weeks ago and was res
meved at onse (0 the Good Samaritan
hospital. Ole Erfckson, his brother-
In-law, of this city, went to Purtinnd
an soon as he recelved word of Mr,
Johnson's {liness and was with him
constantly untl the end. The only
other relative present was G. A. John-
non, & brother living In Ban Prapelsco,
Though it had been known that Mr.
Johnson was not enjoying good health
for some time. his  death proved a
shock to his friends and admirers here
as it was not known st all that he was
seriously 111,

Parhaps the most noted services ren-
dered his adopted state was the pre-
sentntion of Oregon’s forestry exhibits
at the Buffalo and Charleston expoxl=
tions. The entire matter of thelr seloc-
tion and arrangement were Jeft in hig
hands as was their subsequent care.
He was perfect authority In such mat-
ters and was recognized as such to all
with whom he came in contact. Though
his wealth of learning had been kgown
locally for many years, it had only been
comparatively few that he has attalned
a natipanl reputation. Several years ago
he was appointed to a position as gove
ernment xpert In the forest Investiga-
tlon division of the Bureéau of Foresiry
of the department of agriculture, He
held this opsition until his death.

Last night's traln brought the body
to this city and the casket was accom-
panled by many beautiful floral trib-
utes presented by Portlanders who had
long known the quiet, unassuming lit-
tle man and had loved him for his true
worth, The remains were taken to
Pohl's unlertaking rooms and the fun-
eral service will be held from there
early Wednesday afterncon and the ln-
terment will be In Greenwood ceme-
tery. Full details of the arrangements
have not been settled upon.

The late forestry expert was born in
Sweden 49 years ago and he has resid-
ed in this country since he was 16 years
of age. He was unmarried and |s sur-
vived by few relatives. His sister, Mra.
Ol¢ Erickson, lives here and G. J.
Johnson, the brother, came down on
tast night's train and is registered at
the Occldent,

GOOD BANKING TOWN.

The combined capital stock of As-
toria banking Institutions npow amounts
to $200000. Thelr deposits equal no
Joss than §1,717,498. The items of loans
andl discounts and stocks and securl-
tles total 1,100,202, While these figures
are not large when compared with the
statements of large city banks, they
nevertheless show a handsome Increase
since the first bank was operated here
in 1880. The deposits are sald to con-
sist largely of the savings of wage-
earners, rather than the idle capital of
wealthy men, which Indicates Astorin
to be a good Inboringman’s town While
there i no sign of & boom, it 18 &
fact that the banks, as well as the
mercantlle houses, have been making
a steady climb during the past few
years.
